The article is titled as introduction to research methodology in 
Islamic studies written by Dr.yusuf Dalhat. 


This article is written in perspective of Islamic research 
methodology, the author is describing his expertise in research 
after giving an introduction he explained that Islamic studies is 
a domain of research and afterwards he has given guidelines of 
Islamic research methodologies in six different fields. He sub 
divided it in four more categories and then again classified 
these fields. The author suggests the close study of these 
branches and categorized them in three areas according to 
peculiar method and procedures. The first is concerned with 
jurists (figh islami) dealing with ayaat and ahadees related with 
Ahkam. He suggested main sources of this category. He 
mentioned the understanding of these basic sources (Quran 
and Sunnah) and derived sources (Qiyas and maslaha)with 
understanding of Arabic language. 


Second area he mentioned as usul ud deen related with 
fundamentals of faith, for which the methodology of jurists, 
analysis and interpretations is used in this type of research, but 
not to adopt principles of Qiyas and maslaha. 


The third area is hadith and civilization, this contains many 
fields and contributions. The research methodology of hadith 
scholars is valid for this type of research who believe on 
determining the validity and reliability of reports and on it any 
legal judgment is made. Dr.Dalhat have given the example of 


ibn e khuldoon. This area also comprises manuscripts edition 
with ascertaining the authenticity and it is all about quality of 
preparing material according to him. 


The writer talked about the research ethics and qualities of a 
researcher and afterwards chose a topic. Moreover he 
mentioned the stages of research i.e. where a researcher can 
get stuck and should not be bias, where he have to give a clear 
cut view and statement about his research. According to the 
author research should cater to all primary sources and 
relevant sources as a good reference of research. He also gave 
many examples of these sources on which can one rely on. 


The author gave a summary n the end which describes what he 
wants to present in this paper ,jwhat methods are good to 
adopt in relevant field and which are not suitable in Islamic 
research areas. 


The scholar has full command on research methodology he 
deliberately introduced us with various fields of research. We 
got to know about various strategies in the field of Islamic 
studies research by the rich knowledge of author. Although this 
article is full of guidance, building energy for research and 
suggesting the right direction.
